Vocational Accomplishments and 
Social Aspects of the Adult Deaf 


Herb Schreiber, President 
California Association of the Deaf 


C OME years ago, I read Helen Keller’s re- 
mark that she considers deafness to be 
the greater of her two handicaps. I will 
not attempt to quarrel with this. But I 
am sure the adult deaf count their bless- 
U ings when they consider that they are 
able to see all God’s beautiful things, compete 
in industry on equal terms with their fellow- 
men, and become self-supporting, well-adjust- 
ed citizens. 

Here in America, the deaf are much more 
fortunate than the deaf of other countries. 
Educational opportunities are unlimited. The 
world’s only college for the deaf is located in 
■ the United States, drawing students from less 


privileged countries. 

The rapid development of the American 
economy has created a climate, economically 
speaking, where the properly developed skills 
of the deaf in industry are prized. Recently, I 
had the chance to talk with an American mis- 
sionary to the deaf of Japan. I was told that 
the majority of the male deaf had only two 
avenues of employment-barbering and fishing. 
In America, a recent survey put the number 
of employment outlets for the deaf, both male 
and female, at over 250. 

In the Los Angeles area alone, I know of 
many deaf persons employed in professional 
capacities. My own wife, for example, is a tax 
accountant for the international headquarters 
of Rexall Drug Company. The city of Los An- 
geles employs two deaf civil engineers. The 
safety of the water supply of the city is as- 
sured by two deaf chemists. Deaf engineers 
are numerous in the missile, airframe and 
other technical industries. Other white collar 
occupations of- the deaf include key punch 
operators, clerical work, operation of high 
speed electronic accounting machines, book- 
keeping and comparable work. 


Printed here is the text of a speech presented to the 
P. T. C. A. at CSDR on October 11, 1959, by Herb Schreiber, 
President of the California Association of the Deaf. 


However, as a group, the deaf are most ef- 
fective on the bench or at the machine, where 
dexterity is at a premium, and where they can 
produce as individuals rather than as mem- 
bers of a work crew. In this connection, I 
should like, to pay tribute to the Riverside 
school for its vocational program. As an offi- 
cial of the California Association of the Deaf, 
I can honestly tell you that "this program is 
second to none, designed to equip each child 
for the business of earning a good living in 
competition with his hearing counterparts. 

Socially, the horizons of the adult are far- 
flung. Sports remain an abiding interest in 
adult life. The American Athletic Association 
of the Deaf, for instance, has over 100 affi- 
liated basketball teams. Each year, these 
teams hold regional basketball tournaments. 
At the conclusion, these regional winners meet 
to determine the national championship team. 
This year, the national tournament took place 
in Atlanta, Georgia. Next year, it will be in 
Detroit. These tournaments provide an oppor- 
tunity for social intercourse among the deaf 
of widely separated regions of the country. 

In 1961, an international Olympic Games 
competition will be held in Helsinki, Finland, 
for deaf entrants only. The last Olympiad 
was in Milan, Italy. It resulted in international 
fellowship and good will among the deaf of 
different nations. Most European governments 
sponsored and subsidized their deaf teams. 
Here in America, the deaf people themselves 
sponsored their own teams financially and 
otherwise, with no federal assistance. Every 
phase of the trip for entrants and spectators, 
the planning, airplane arrangements, hotel 
accommodations, sightseeing tours, and so 
forth, were worked out by a staff of deaf per- 
sons. The deaf in attendance from other coun- 
tries were almost universally shepherded by 
officials with normal hearing, appointed by 
their governments. This in itself demonstrates 
the quality of the education your child receives 
in America. He needs only take full advantage 
of the educational opportunities open to him.

He may then become a self-reliant and pap- 
able adult. No one will have to lead him by 
the hand. 

Social clubs among the deaf are legion. 
These clubs may sponsor any number of ac- 
tivities. Besides the ever-present basketball 
team, you may find a women’s group, perhaps 
affectionately dubbed “Knit. ’N’ Purl”; ,a dra- 
ma section; bowling teams; softball teams; 
camera clubs and crafts groups. . 5 

In this state, the California Association pi 
the Deaf has eleven chapters. Most of the 
groups lean toward quiet social affairs,, while 
contributing to the strength of this represen- 
tative association. All chapters lend a. hand in 
helping the Home' for Aged Deaf in Los Ange- 
les, which is maintained by the deaf alone 
through donations and drives.: 

The - National Association of the Deaf may 
be called the legislative “watchdog”,; of the 
deaf on the national level, -and otherwise 
contributes to the Welfare of the deaf* Some 
years ago, an extra $600*00 federal income 
tax exemption for 'deafness was proposed^ in 
Congress.

With divisions in every 
major city, it contributes a fraternal lodge 
evening comparable to that of the Elks and 
similar societies for the" hearing, at the same 
time providing assured, benefits. 

Aside from the foregoing organized activi- 
ties, the adult deaf may take an active part in 
community life. Deaf men Work with the Boy 
Scouts and the Little Leagues. Deaf women 
take their turns as den mothers with the Cubs 
and troop leaders with the Girls Scouts. My 
wife served as editor of our local PTA paper 
for parents, which Weht to 2,000 members of 
our Junior High School’s parent organization. 

The deaf are a happy people. As a class, they 
-show remarkable adjustment; overcoming 
their, handicap— with the help of such fine 
education as the Riverside School provides^ 
to the point where ^ they ,niay. phrtake - f ully ;5bf 
all the .privileges : apd ; ;responsihilities of citi- 
zenship in our, wonderful country. ' 



Student Assistance Fund Established 

A Student Assistance Fund has been estab- 
lished as a trust fund at the California School 
for the Deaf at Riverside. * - : . 

This fund was suggested by Mrs. Olive Car- 
son, who is a counselor on the' CSDR. staff. 
Mrs. Carson is the first contributor to ; tlie 
fund, having already made two contributions. 

A primary purpose of this fund is to provide 
money on a loan or a scholarship basis to 
pupils from this school who are going on to 
further education. Loans or grants may also 
be made for other purposes when in the judg- 
ment of the Administrating Committee they 
are consistent with the philosophy behind the 
basic purpose of the fund, which is for the 
education and well being of* hearing handi- 
capped children. 

: The. income* for this fund may be established 
by contributions from people in the communi- 
ty,, parents who wish to show a' form of ap- 
preciation, friends of the school, Staff mem- 
bers and organizations. Gifts v may ,be 'given 
ifi.inemdry. of someone or to hqrfor an indivi- 
dual. Repayment of loans will eventually be 
made, alsp.,, "■ , , 

'Any gift received will, be acknowledged by 
a certificate tp the .donor, or, as the case may 
be, an appropriate certificate to the family 
of the person being honored. In addition, the 
names of the donors Will . be listed in The 
Palms without the .amount being included. 

The fund will be administered by a commit- 
tee composed of the Superintendent, the Prin- 
cipal, the Dean of .Stud'ents7the Senior Coun- 
selor for the. older girls’ dormitories, the 
Senior Counselor for the older boys’ dormi- 
tories and the Supervising. Teacher of the 
Upper School.
